“What sets Nader apart is that 
he has moved beyond social 
criticism to effective political 
action.’ This is what the New 
York Times has said about the 
consumer champion, Ralph 
Nader, who will make an 
exclusive Northern California 
speaking appearance on the 
University of California, Davis 
campus on Sunday, October 22, 
in Freeborn Hall at 8:00 pm. 

One of Nader's most recent 
targets has been the US. 
Congress which he accused of 
being “‘easily the most corrupt in 
history.’ He has further 
attacked the Nixon 
administration, the _ federal 
government, and cailed the Civil 
Service Commission 
incompetent and unresponsive in 
a report entitled, “The Spoiled 
System”. 

Nader’s topic for the 
appearance will be 
‘*‘Environmental Hazards: 
Man-Made and Man Remedied.”’ 
He may also touch on the report 
criticizing the Nixon 
administration and the federal 
government. 

Tickets for the engagement are 
available at UCD’s Memorial 
Union Box Office and the Music 
Box in Davis at $2.25 each. 
Freeborn Hall will open at 7:15 
for the October 22 lecture. 

The crusading attorney first 
made headlines in 1965 with his 
book, “Unsafe at Any Speed.” 
which was a scathing indictment 
that lambasted the automobile 
industry for producing unsafe 
vehicles. This attack lead to at 
least six major federal consumer 
protection laws. 

The consumer advocate 
broadened his attacks by 
making legislative demands 
which resulted in the elimination 
of monosodiumglutamate (MSG) 
from baby foods, the recall of 
millions of defective motor 
vehicles, and for countless other 
advances in the areas of safety, 
sanitation, pollution control, 
advertising credibility, and 
political economic power. 

The speaking engagement, 
which is sponsored by the 
ASUCD Student Forums 
Program, brings Nader to the 
Davis campus for the first time 
since 1970. 

Nader is scheduled to hold an 
airport press conference when he 
arrives at SacramentoAirport on 
Sunday. He will then spend the 
day visiting the UCD campus 
prior to his evening lecture

Adolfus McGee, Principal, Sacramento High Schooi

Thursday night the Student California Teachers Association at 
CSUS presented Adolfus McGee, principal of Sacramento High 
School. 

Speaking before an ethnicly mixed audience numbering 50, a 
casually dressed McGee devoted the majority of his presentation 
to an outline of his highly successful programs at Sacramento 
High. 

McGee graduated from SSC in 1963 and worked for three years 
at Grant High as an instructor and track coach. 

In 1966 McGee came to Luther Burbank to teach and so 
impressed the Superintendent of Schools that he was promoted 
to “Human Relations Advisor’’ for the district. 

When tne racial outpreak occurred at Sacramento High, McGee, 
at 29 years of age, was made principal. Thus Sacramento High, 
the third oldest high school in the nation, ended up with one of 
the youngest principals in the nation. 

McGee found that his first task was to remove the track system, 
branding it as a continuation of “racial genocide’. He felt that this 
forced ethnic sterotyping needed to be changed. 

At this time there were only four Blacks on the staff at a scnool 
that was 29% Black, 23% Chicano, and 19% Asian. 

The school had the highest aistrict truency rate, and a large 
percentage of students from families being supported by welfare. 

His first semester there, with help from student and community 
expertise, McGee redesigned the curriculum. 

In one short year, Sac’s Ethnic Studies Programs became the 
highest rated in Northern California. 

Truency rules and regulations were removed, and, by making the 
classes more relevant and interesting, attendance statistics 
improved. 

If problems did develop, student social workers worked in the 
community to solve them. 

While Sacramento High's problems are not completely solved, 
many steps in the right direction are being taken. The Student 
California Teachers Association can learn a lot from Mr. McGee's 
new approaches to administration.

FOOD SERVICE 
PRICES GOING UP? 


William Webb, Hornet Foundatinn Cirector 
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As John Clinton wrote in 
“Caravan” recently, the Board 
of Directors did discuss the 
budget for FY 1973 submitted 
by myself. The food service 
portion of the budget did reflect 
a projected loss of 
approximately $48,000 based on 
our current retail prices. The 
Board disapproved the budget, 
feeling that the bookstore and 
vending operation should not 
subsidize the food service to that 
extent. Consequently, a revised 
budget to include few (not 
across the Board) price increases 
will be resubmitted at the next 
Board meeting. 

For several years, the Board of 
Directors and management have 
constantly strived to reduce 
operating and overhead expenses 
in lieu of raising prices to 
achieve a break-even type of 
food service operation. The 
Board rate for residence hall 
students has not been changed 
since Fall 1969 when the rate 
was increased 10%. Retail prices 
to all campus personnel were last 
adjusted in 1969 when 
approximately 10-20 items were 
increased slightly and a similar 
number decreased. No general 
Price increase has been made in 
several years. 

Although our employees are 
not bonafide “state employees”, 
they are afforded comparable 
salaries and benefits, as required 
by Title V of the Education 
Code and the Rodda Act of a 
few years ago. This current year 
our food service employees 
received a 74% wage increase, 
which state food service 
employees also received. This 
increase would no doubt have 
been granted whether we 
operated under the U.S.E. Local 
411 union contract or not, due 
to the Education Code and the 
Rodda Act. 

The Foundation also follows 
the State and University policy 
in contribuiing towards the 
health insurance program for 
employees. This year the 
Foundation’s contribution 
increased from $12 to $16 per 
month for each employee. 

The past two years have 
reflected relatively minor losses 
of $3417! in FY 1972 and $4573 
in FY 1971. However, the 
sizeable wage and benefit 
increas¢s this coming year can 
no longer be offset merely by 
reducing operating expenses, 
unles the hours of operation are 
reduced drastically, which 
obviously would be to the 
detriment of the entire campus
